The Canadian shield, or the Pre- 
| cambrian plateau, the most domin- 
ant physical element in Canada, ex- 
tends over two million square miles 
It is the largest and best exposed 
Precambrian area in the world 
Much regarding its origin and the 
interpretation of its very ancient 
rocks still remain a mystery. A 
greater value of minerals has been 
produced from the Precambrian 
rocks throughout the world than 
from the rocks of all other ages. 

The Canadian shield, known to 
contain a score of metals and non- 
metallic minerals of importance to 
national development, already has 
produced gold alone to the value of 
hundreds of millions of dollars from 
the small area being mined. Mineral 
development has been and will con- 
tinue to be a forceful factor in the 
colonization and settlement of parts | 
of this vast territory. Interest in 
the future prosperity and develop- 
ment of Canada must remain closely 
related to the Canadian shield

Pumpkin and Winter 
Squashes 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Those who experience difficulty in securing 


enough varieties of winter vegetables will do 

well to study the use of the various forms of 

winter squashes which can be secured in the 
markets from October to late in the spring. 

The principal food value found in these 

vegetable-fruit gourds is in 

the carbonhydrate content 


which varies from 3 per cent 
to 15 per cent. They are also 
rich in alkaline elements of 
potash, soda and lime, and 
are excellent foods for those 
who have been in the habit 
of using too many of the acid- 
forming foods.

erica found the pumpkin growing in the Indian 


corn fields, and soon learned to use this vege- 
table in a variety of way Pumpkin pie be- 
came a favorite dish, and this was so well liked 
that later on the settlers learned to use Hub- 
bard squash in much the same way in making 
pies. In most of America today either 
squash or pumpkin is used in making what is 
called pumpkin pie, but in the New England 
states they frankly call either one of these pies 
by its proper na 

Besides being used for pie the pumpkin may 
be cut up and used in soups, boiled and mashed, 
baked in strips or baked whole. An excellent 
dish may be made from opening up one end of 
a small pumpkin, cleaning the seeds out, and 
filling it with a mixture of equal parts of ground

round steak, minced celery and Melba toast 
crumbs This mixture should be slightly 
moistened with milk, the pumpkin filled, and 


the top replaced, and the pumpkin baked in a 
slow oven for about forty-five minutes. 
Hubbard squash has a very hard covering, 
and must usually be broken open with a hatchet. 
It is best prepared by baking after it has been 
cut into several pieces, and it may then be served 
by scraping out the soft portion and mashing 
thoroughly with the proper amount of cream. 
The small pumpkin or small Hubbard squash 
makes an excellent medium starchy vegetable 
which may be added to a meal containing either 
starchy protein foods. As these vegetables 
are a little more starchy than such vegetables 
as spinach, string beans and the small squashes, 
it is advisable to use only a limited amount at 
each meal, perhaps not over eight ounces, an 
amount which would fill an ordinary drinking 
glass. It is best to use one of the non-starchy 
vegetables at the same time in order to keep 
down the amount of starch at any one meal. 
When these medium starchy vegetables are 
used it is wise to always use one or more selad 
vegetables at the same time, but best to exclude 
tomatoes or any of the acid fruits at this meal.

the world awaits news that Madrid 
has fallen. Jt may be announced within the few 
hours since this was written, and the time it 
appears in print. With a trained army of Moor- 
ish soldiers, augmented by German and Italian 
soldiers with bombing planes and tanks, the 
Spanish capital cannot be expected to hold out 
by the mere valor of its untrained civilian 
population. 

Not that the fall of Madrid will end the 
struggle in Spain. So long as the majority of 
the Spanish people favor Republicanism they 
will not consent to a return to monarchica! or 
dictatorial rule. The Spanish peninsula may 
yet become the battleground of European free- 
dom, as it was a little more than a century ago, 
when the shadow of the little Corsican dictator 
lay across Europe. 

“* * + 

Louis Fischer, Moscow correspondent for 
“The Nation” has been in Spain for the past 
two months, and is now in beleagured Madrid. 
He gives a detailed—and probably most accur- 
ate—picture of conditions in Madrid. Writing 
of the preparations for the siege, he says: 

“What the Spanish government needs 
most desperately at this moment is a trained 
army. Millions of people staunchly support 
the anti-Fascist cause. But the government's 
armed resources consist of some Assault 
Guards, a few Civil Guards, and many 
thousands of voluntary militiamen who are 
untrained, undisciplined, inexperienced and 
badly officered.
